_ Authorize the Payment of Clerks of Petty Sessions 
in Ireland by Salaries instead of Fees, and 
to amend the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 

1851. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to authorize the Payment of Preamble. 

Clerks of Petty Sessions in Ireland by Salaries instead 14 & 15 Viet, 
of Fees, and to amend “ The Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 

1851:” Be It therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
5 Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. Ill the Construction of this Act, the following Words and Interpreta- 
Expressions shall, if not inconsistent with the Context, have the 
10 Meanings herein-after assigned to them ; (that is tQ say,) “ Lord 
Lieutenant” shall include any other Chief Governor or Governors 
ot Ireland; “ County” shall include Riding and any Pai't of a 
County or Riding where Quarter Sessions are held; “ Borough” shall 
include City, Town Coi-porate, and County of a City, or County of a 
15 Town; “District” shall mean Petty Sessions District; “Clerk” shall 
mean Petty Sessions Clerk, and shall include the Clerk of the Jus- 
tices of any Borough entitled to take Fees; “Justice” shall mean 
[Bill 117-] A 2 Justice 
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Justice of the Peace, aud shall include tlic Chief Magistrate for the 
Time being, or the Borough Justices of any Corporate Town ; “ Trea- 
surer ” shall mean Treasurer of the County or 15orough, as the Case 
may be, aud shall, as regards the County of Dublin, mean the 
Finance Committee, or Secretary of the Grand Jury, as the Case may 5 
be ; and “ Assizes,” as regards the County of Dublin, sliall be held 
to mean Presenting Term.

15 inquire into the Nature of the Duties of the Clerk of such Justices, and 
of all Fees and Emoluments received by such Clerk in respect of his 
Office, and of any Disbursements made thereout or Charges atlectino' 
the same, in each of the Three Years next preceding such Inquiry, 
and shall recommend to the Lord Lieutenant that such annual Salary 
20 shall be paid to such Clerk in lieu of Fees and other Payments as to 
them shall seem fit, regard being had to the Extent of the Duties of 
such Clerk ; and every such Recommendation, being accompanied by 
a Statement of the Amount of Fees received by such Cleik during 
each of the Three Years then next preceding, as neai'ly as the same 
25 can be ascertained, and being signed by such Justices, shall be trans- 
mitted to the Lord Lieutenant.
